Mr. Persons stated that no rural 
residents in these counties should 
be disappointed if their homes are 
not served by the lines mentioned 
above, as additional lines will be 
approved from time to time. He 
pointed out that ample funds were 
available for the construction of 
all good line extensions. 

All data on this application was 
compiled by the State REA at no 
cost, present or future, to the pro- 
posed Covington-Crenshaw - Coffee 
County Power Association, Mr. 
Persons added. 

The lines will all be‘ built of 
single-phase, grounded - neutral 
type of construction which is the 
latest and most efficient type of 
line and will have the new rural 
type transformers that will give 
the customers the uninterrupted 
service so necessary in the use of 
electricity on the farm. 

The 659 customers to be served 
by the proposed 
line will, under the direction of the 
State Authority, form themselves 
into a non-profit membership cor- 
poration, each member to have one 
vote. These members will elect a

FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 


This year the annual observance 
of Fire Prevention Week will be- 
gin October 12, in accordance with 
proclamations by the President, 
governors and mayors. 

Fire chiefs and members of their 
departments will cooperate with 
civic clubs, safety organizations 
and insurance companies in giving 
instruction in fire prevention and 
control.

THE FUNCTIONS O 

No one major phase of the Con 
stitution gave the delegates to Lhe 
Convention of 1787 more trouble 
than that of working out a feas- 
ible plan for the execution of the 
laws adopted by the Congress 
There had been no executive au 
thority under the Articles of Con 
federation, One of the first things 
the Convention decided was that 
the new Government should con- 
sist of three independent branch- 
es, Legislative, Executive and Ju- 
dicial. But how should the Exec- 
utive power be set up? 

Should we have a king? That 
was seriously debated, and reject- 
ed. Should there be an executive 
committee of three to administer 
the laws? That was considered, 
but dismissed. It was finally de- 
cided that the Executive would 
consist of one man. ‘Then for 
weeks the debate went on as to 
how that one man should be chos- 
en and for how long, Some dele- 
gates wanted the Executive to be 
appointed by the Senate and re- 
movable at pleasure. Another 
group wanted the Executive elect- 
ed by the House of Representa- 
tives. There was a strong ele- 
ment in favor of a seven-year term 
for the Executive. Several other 
delegates thought he should be 
chosen for life. 

Agreement was reached at last 
upon the plan of vesting the Ex- 
ecutive power in one man, with 
the title of President. He must 
be 35 years old and a natural born 
citizen of the United States. He 
is elected by the States, for a term 
of four years. A Vice-President 
is chosen at the same time to 
provide against the President's 
death or disability. Under the 
original Constitution, the States 
voted only for President, and the 
candidate getting the second high- 
}est number of votes became Vice- 
President.

With most of the country’s more 
desperate public enemies in pris- 
on or dead, government secret 
agents continued their war on 
criminals in general a few days 
ago by capturing the nation's 
biggest counterfeiter, whom they 
had long sought. 

Shadowing a man they had seen 
buying engraving chemicals in 
New York, they raided his apart- 
ment in Union City, N. J., finding 
an elaborate counterfeiting outfit 
and arresting their man, who was 
found to be William Watts, whose 
output of spurious currency is es- 
timated at nearly a million dollars, 

So nearly perfect were the bo- 
gus bills that many bank tellers 
had accepted them as genuine. 
Only a few weeks ago one of 
Watts’ $20 bills was passed off on 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau, and when a bank reject- 
ed it he turned the joke on his 
chief clerk by asking him to 
change it, and got good money in 


return, 

While it is unlikely that this 
clever counterfeiter will be able 
to make any more bank notes for 
a good while, a lot of his imita- 
tion money is still in circulation.

If the painting is to be done 
on new lumber no cleaning will 
be necessary except a _ slight 
brushing to remove adhering par- 
ticles of grit or other substances, 
If, however, the surface is old and 
weather beaten all loose particles 
should be removed with a sraper 
or wire brush down to the firm 
wood.”

“concensus of opinion of advanc- 
ed scholarship” has decided.in fa- 
vor of his existence, That sounds 
very learned, and we are all ex- 
pected to fall upon our knees 
whenever we hear those _ high- 
sounding words; but some of us 
are as stubborn as Daniel was 
just before he slept with the 
lions, The entire matter is ridic- 
ulous. It is not true that the 
scholarship of the world is on that 
side. Many of the very strongest 
scholars declare that there was 
never a second Isaiah, and that 
there is no evidence that such a 
man ever lived, or wrote, 

Isaiah is often termed the great- 


est of the four major prophets. 
He was more than a prophet in 
the ordinary sense of foreseeing 


events; for he was both a teacher 
and a political leader of his peo- 
ple. His high standing among the 
people gave him tremendous influ- 
ence, It is not certain; though it 
has been supposed, that he was 
related to the royal family. 
certain that he was on intimate 
terms with the throne, and that 
the kings consulted him when 
pressing issues were at stake. 

It is possible to build almost 
the entire Gospel of the New Tes-} 
tament from the prophecy of Isa- 
iah. We find the virgin birth in 
the 14th verse of the 7th chap- 
ter. In chapter 9:6 we have the 
promise of the gift of god’s Son, 
and the statement of his Deity. 
In today’s lesson we have the pro- 
phet’s matchless word picture of 
the scourging and crucifixion of 
our Lord. From beginning to end 


salvation through the coming 
Messiuh. 

Isaiah was contemporary with 
such prophets as Hosea, Amos and 
Micah. He was living when Israel! 
was carried away captive to Nine- 
veh. That awful event, no doubt 
gave him a strong backing for 
his great preaching to the king- 
dom of Judah. It was revealed 
to him that unless his own people 
would repent and serve Jehovah, a 
similar fate awaited them at the 
hands of the Babylonians. He did 
not live to see it; but it came with 
terrible fury a little more than 
one hundred years after the car- 
rying away of Israel. 

The death of Isaiah seems to be 
overshadowed by the greatness of 
his living. I can find no trust- 


| worthy account of it whatever. 


There is a tradition among the 
Jews that he was put to death by 
order of Manasseh; but it is not 
supported by valid evidence. At 
least one of the chief Rabbis taught 
that he died a natural death some- 
time before the death of Hezekiah. 
If that be true, he did not live at 
all in the reign of Manasseh. 
Comments on the Lesson Text 
1. Who hath believed our re- 
port? —Before discussing this 
question we must say that this 
chapter really begins with the 13th 
verse of the preceding chapter. 
As now divided the connection is 
completely broken. In the last 
three verses of that 52nd chap- 
ter, Isaiah draws a word picture of
